books available through the city and county libraries. 
copy this same letter was also sent our city library. 
result the health department and the library dis- 
the problem books and reference materials. 

was decided that all books purchased the health 
department would cleared through the city library, 
catalogued there, and that books technical nature

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particular interest the health department would 
shelved our health department library. Other 
books more general nature, which would have 
wider reader interest, would kept the city library. 
The books would always exchangeable; sometimes 
they would the city library and other times they 
would the health department library, depending 
the programs and the events the city. 

This arrangement during the last year has proved 
very satisfactory, both the library and us, and 
particularly us, because the library now marks and 
catalogues all our books. have similar loan policies 
except that the books that are loaned out the health 
department library not have time factor the 
period loan. person may keep the book long 
wishes have has need for it. course, there 
reasonable time use. About every six 
weeks, through our catalogue index and persons 
who have had the books out least that length time 
are telephoned letter written them asking 
they still need the books, and not would they please 
return them. 

Our health department library consists books, 
current magazines, professional journals, and refer- 
ence file. believe that book library important, but 
believe also that more current information can 
transmitted the staff through journals and reference 
materials which can accumulate from variety 
sources. For that purpose have set reference 
file which available the staff and the community. 
fact, anyone who wishes refer the files for infor- 
mation health may come into the health department 
library and through our files, using catalogue index, 
which was originally set and designed the School 
Health, Health Education Division, Univer- 
sity North Carolina, and later modified the 
Bureau Health Education the California State 
Department Public Health. the present time, 
are using California’s revised edition for filing our 
reference material. answer the problem reader 
interest general health material for lay groups, 
have our pamphlet shelves about 75,000 copies 
materials containing general information the specific 
health, such communicable diseases, child 
health problems; general health problems such rest, 
sleep, posture; and many other specific health topics, 
including some the general and specific health laws. 


Program With College Library 

our community there another large library 
San Jose State College. Our health department and the 
college library have worked together the develop- 
ment child health conferences for the children and 
wives the students the college. 

One day last spring received request for some 
health materials from San Jose State College. seemed 
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rather unusual receive request for leaflets anj 
pamphlets the subject child and

Either the students 
the State College were studying child development and 
needed such booklets Your Child From One Six” 
and such pamphlets From the Start,” 
other students, married and with children, had 
realize the need for such information. the 
were the case, wanted place ourselves position 


facilities the health department. 


Instead sending the leaflets out the college 
messenger some other means decided make 
personal visit. talking with the college library 
was discovered that great many the married 
dents had been requesting these materials from 
library. Upon further inquiry, found that 
most these students were living the college housing 
project, Spartan City. The college librarian told the 
students were very much interested child care 
development and felt they needed more than just 
leaflets and pamphlets. wondered there was any- 
thing the health department could about it. 

One answer was establish child health 
ence, but the problem was how develop it. needed 
learn who these interested people were and what 
facilities they would like. Did they want child health 
conference prenatal and post natal classes, would 
they prefer courses responsible parenthood did 
they want them all? After sitting down with the college 
librarian, plan was developed. 

bulletin board was set one the display 
eases the college library illustrating the material 
child health and child care. sign was placed the 
bulletin board stating that these materials were avail- 
able any student who might ask for them the main 
desk. students asked for the material, their 
were obtained, giving list interested people. 
follow-up process was visit each these persons 
find out they were really interested child health 
and child care and learn what they wished 
about it. 

Gaining further information doing 
door visit Spartan City, found enthusiasm 
high each time mentioned child health 
prenatal and post natal classes, and 
parenthood course. now knew were ready fot 
action. 

The next thing did was send letter all the 
parents Spartan City, asking them meet 
tain afternoon for the purpose learning more 
the health department facilities. This meeting startel 
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the program. About one-fifth all the mothers living 
the area came. They organized themselves into com- 
mittee and their program was developed. Three child 
health conferences are now scheduled for Spartan City 
and plans are being made for prenatal and post natal 
elasses and conferences responsible parenthood. 
suppose the same thing could have been done without 
the assistance the library, but was much easier this 
was the more natural thing do. Actually 
had taken advantage opportunity—an oppor- 
tunity which library had afforded health depart- 
ment. 


Other Opportunities for Joint Programs 


There are, course, other ways which the library 
and the health department may work together. Libra- 
ries usually have room for displays one kind 
another—exhibits, bulletin boards, corners which 
place literature stands, book sections specialized 
And, quite often happens our library, when 
individual comes and wishes book specialized 
health topic, the librarian sends that individual down 
the health department office for further information and 
consultation. 

Library-health department coordination grand 
opportunity build good will community. 
individual going library seeking information 
special subject and receiving eventually the 
health department becomes friend—a loyal booster 
for both the health department and the library. 
each month goes are discovering new ways work 


together our mutual advantage. Each health depart- 


ment and each library has its own problems and can 
only work them out getting together, discussing the 
facts, planning their objectives, and then doing the job.

The State Department Public Health has, for 
number years, been carrying extensive investiga- 
tions infant diarrhea outbreaks many areas the 
State. 

these investigations, outbreaks infant diarrhea 
often are found associated with all most the 
following conditions: 

Overcrowding nurseries 
Failure provide isolation facilities 
Failure isolate suspected cases promptly 
Delay reporting cases the local health officer 
Inadequate mothers, visitors and 

hospital personnel for signs respiratory 
tion and diarrheal disorder 
Inadequate equipment and techniques for form- 
ula preparation and handwashing.

Recent outbreaks infant diarrhea have again 
focused attention the need for sustained vigilance 
against this infection and the prompt correction poor 
which may contribute the introduction 
spread this disease among infants hospitals. 


Availability Isolation Facility 


Infant diarrhea disease for which hospital and 
medical personnel must constantly the alert and 
prepared deal with. The constant availability 
isolation facility for suspected cases infant diarrhea 
prime importance the control this disease. 

suspect nursery set aside for prompt isolation 
suspected infants before diagnosis made can 
inestimable value when the time comes for its use. 


Prompt Isolation 


Isolation suspected cases the key factor 
checking infant diarrhea. Isolation cannot await clini- 
cal agreement diagnosis. order that time lost, 
authority for isolation suspicion should delegated 
the nurse charge who the best position 
observe the baby for long periods time. The presence 
two watery stools 24-hour period the legal 
definition suspected case diarrhea which should 
isolated without delay. 


Reporting Cases 


The prompt reporting cases the local health 
department essential. 

Regulations the State Board Public Health 
require the disease reported ‘‘immediately tele- 
phone the local health officer.’’ 


definite policy for the reporting infant diarrhea 
should established every hospital with the adminis- 
trator accepting prime responsibility for compliance 
with the State Regulation. 


Adequate Screening 


There increased evidence show that outbreaks 
infant diarrhea are closely associated with rise 
respiratory infections and diarrheal disorders the 
general population. The necessity securing adequate 
histories mothers entering hospitals and isolating 
those with signs respiratory infection diarrhea 
obvious. Attention must also given visitors, hos- 
pital and medical personnel prevent infected indi- 
viduals from coming contact with either mothers 
children. 

Formula Preparation 


Formulas and nipples have often been 
the spread infant diarrhea investigators out- 
breaks. The techniques for sanitary preparation and 
storage formulas are well known every responsible 
nurse and hospital administrator. These should 
strictly followed and adequate supply nursing 
bottles, nipples and nipple protectors provided for the 
task. Adequate refrigeration space obvious and 
prime importance. 

Handwashing 

The provision and use adequate handwashing 
facilities fundamental significance all hospital 
procedure, but often found lacking. 


Treatment 

Physicians serving hospital are urged adopt 
standard method treatment for infant diarrhea and 
keep abreast current developments. recom- 
mended treatment procedure appeared the June 
issue California’s Health. Reprints this article, 
the Newborn,’’ may obtained from the 
State Department Health. Also available from 
this department are copies the regulations concern- 
ing infant diarrhea and recommended procedures for 
its control hospitals. (California’s Health, October

The infant mortality 
rate declined from 39.8 for each 1,000 live births 1944 
38.3 1945. 


Concerning neonatal death, the Children’s Bureau 
points the same fact reported study infant 
mortality California the September 30, 1947 issue 
California’s Health—that is, that attention must 
preventing infant deaths the first month 
life the infant mortality rate significantly 
reduced the future. While the death rates for the 
first year life dropped percent from 1935 1944, 
rates for the first month life declined only percent.
